SANTA Fe, N. M., Jan. 13,—The Cerillas 
Coal Railroad Co., with a capital stock of 
$2,500,000, has flled a charter with the Secree- 
tary of State. The incorvorators are A. 4:. 
Taylor of Chicago; R. C. Kerens, Charles 
Smith, P. M. Hefle, F. W. Risqtle and F. V. 
Schuarte of St. Louis and R. J. Palen of Santa 
Fe. Ihe charter calls for the buliiding of 
seventy-gix miles of railway lines in this 
county, starting at Cerillas on the line of the 
Santa Feand running south and west through 
the cold fields. The construction work will 
begin within two weeks. This road will open 
one of the richest coal and mining regions in 
the West. The Cerillas Coal & Iron Co. and 
the Santa Fe road are working in harmony on 
the new project.

Last of a Royal Indian Line — Mortuary 
Matters. f 

New YorK, Jan. 18.—William Buon, the 
last full-blooded Indian on the Shinnecock 
Reservation, died in his little cabin on the 
borders of the once happy hunting grounds 
of his tribe in the Shinnecock Hills yester- 
day. Theold brave had been stricken with 
grip complicated with pneumonia. Bunn was 
a direct descendant of the ruling family in 
the Shinnecock tribe. He always maintained 
his independence and kept alive the tradl- 
tions of his forefathers. He was among the 
leaders of the remnant of his race who 
sought Dy afr “gr to tne President to have 
the Shinnecock Hiils restored to the reser. 
vation. When the town of Southampton 
celebrated the 240th anniversary of its set- 
tlementin June, 1890, Bunn was the only 
member of the tribe of Indians on the island 
who would construct a Wigwam. He an- 
swered the appeal of the committee and 
built a typical Indian lodge in the center of 
the village, and at the celebration he and his 
cousin were present, making their head, 
quarters in the wigwam as the last represen- 
tatives of the once powerful race. The Shin- 
necock Indians were good sallors.. Many of 
them became whalemen. Bunn had made 
several successful voyages on whaling ships 
out of Sag Harbor. he tribe was nearly de- 
pleted a few years ago by the sudden break- 
ing up of the steamer Circassian, strandea 
on the beach off Southampton. The Indians 
were employed by the wreckers on board the 
steamer when a storm broke connections 
with the shore and ieft them to perish within 
sight of their friends. 


LIVED A CENTURY. 
PORTAGE, Wis., Jan. 18.—Ichabod Tanner, 
one of the wealthiest citizens of this city, has 
just died from the effects of a cancer at the 
advanced age of 100 years. He was born in 
Khode Island Nov. 20, 1791, and moved when 
but an infant to Herkimer County, N. X., 
where he received a fair education and after- 
ward taught school, nie subsequently 
studied medicine and practiced until ue was 
29. years old, when he was married to Miss 
Nancy Clopsattle. Hethen began the study 
ot law and was admitted to the bar. His 
first wife died just before he came to Portage, 
in 1862, About four years afterward he was 
married to Miss Margaret Tourbut of Utica, 
N. T., who survives him. He also leaves one 
daughter and one son, Who reside in Mion, 
N. V., and two sons in this city.

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WELCOME TO EGYPT. 


The New Ruler Will Peacefully Succeed 
His Father. 


FIRMAN OF THE SULTAN DECREEING 
THE APPOINTMENT. 


Tranquillity Assured inthe Turkish De- 
pendency —Incompetency of Native 
Physicians Responsible for Tewfik’s 
Death—Armistice in Yemen—Morocco’s 
Rebellion—General Foreign. 


ALEXANDRIA, Jan. 13,—Six British war ships 
have arrived here and are awaiting the com- 
ing of Abbas Pacha, the new Khedive, who is 
due to arrive Friday. 

His departure for Cairo will be arranged so 
that he will reach the Capital at daylight. 
Troops will be drawn .up at Abdin Palace, 
and Abbas will be proclaimed Khedive from 
the palace steps. He will then enter the 
building and hold a levee, and the official in- 
vestiture will take place on the arrival of the 
Sultan’s ürman. 

The news that Abbas will be recognized by 
the Sultan as Khedive has causéd general 
satisfaction here. Some doubt had been ex- 
pressed ag tothe possibility of the receipt of 
an early decision from Constantinople on this 
subject, and the people feared that the op- 
portunity might be seized for a renewal of 
Turkish intrigués, and that such delay might 
afford France a pretext to interfere. This 
danger is now past, andthe prompt action 
of the Sultan in issuing his firman for the ap- 
pointment of the new Khedive has completely 
reassured the people.

Perfect tranquility prevails at Cairo and 


throughout the country. The presence of the 
British troops has probably contributed 
materially to the peaceful transfer of power 
and the maintenace of order. Abbas sailed 
atio'clock this morning from Trieste and is 
expected to arrive in Alexandria on Thurs- 
day, where he will hold a reception. 


TEWFIK’S DEATH. 
INCOMPETENCY OF NATIVE 
PHYSICIANS. 

Carro, Egypt, Jan. 13.—The official report 
of the European physicians who were called 
in to attend the late Khedive has been made 
public. Drs. Hess and Comanas say: 

**We were called on Thursday at 4 o’clock 
in the morning and went by special train. to 
Helouan, where Salem Pasha, the Khedive’s 
doctor, told us the patient had been suffering 
with influenza for eight days, butthere had 
been no serious symptoms until that night, 
when the fever had increased, with some op- 
pression in respiration. Salem Pasha said he 
had given the patient morphine. 

Me ͤ found the patient in a serious condl- 
tion, He was half reclining, pale and hag- 
gard, in bed and supported in the arms of 
two.servants. 
his temperature 104, his pulse quick and 
feeble. We examined his body and found 
both lungs attacked, by bronchial pneumonia 
on the left side and bronchial catarrh on the 
right. 

We prescribed a rigorous treatment and 
returned to Cairo to see our regular patients. 
We went back at once and found the Khedive 
worse, with bad cerebral symptoms. This 
showed clearly that he Was suffering from 
blood poisoning. We then made the exam- 
ination customary in such cases, and discov- 
ered What really was the matter with the 
patient. But by this time all hope was gone 
and he was beyond the aid of science. He 
died at 7:18. 

The general verdict now is that the Khe- 
dive was killed by disgraceful neglect and 
wrong treatment, if nothing worse, and the 
people are clamoring for Salem’s arrest and 
trial. 

Although Salem had been told at 8 o’clock 
to notify the Ministers of the Khedive’s dan- 
ger, he had failedto do so. He also knew 
nothing of the state of the Khedive’s lungs 
and he had reported each day that the pa- 
tient was iniproving. Even on the day of 
death he had despatched a telegram to that 
effect, although death was certain from the 
moment morphine was injected.

EFFORTS TO QUIET THE YEMEN 


REBELS—AT TANGIER. 

Abr, Jan. 13.—A Turkish Pasha has ar- 
rived at Sanaa, the receptacle of the Arabian 
province of Yemen. The object of his mission 
is to try and arrange the differences between 
the Government officials and the Arabs 
which have led toa renewalof the rebellion 
by the natives under the leadership of Ah 
Med Addin, a descendant ef the former 
Arabian rulers of Yemen. Pending the 
newotiations for a settiement of the troubles 
the rebels will abstain from further fighting. 

Yemen is a province of the porte on the 
east side of the ked Sea. It is a long, narrow, 
mountainous country on the South west coast 
or Arabia. 

The people, who number about 700,000, are 
Arabs, and they intensely hate the few 
thousand Turks, by whom 2 have been 
held down, heavily taxed and obliged to fur- 
nish gratis the supplies required forthe gar- 
risons. In Sana, which has a pula- 
tion of about 35,000, Turkish soldiers were 
kept in the barracks, because their om 
cers feared that they would de assassinated 
in the narrow streets. 

Yemen possesses coal, sulphur, iron, and 
other mineral wealth in great quantities. 
The Turks do nothing to develop these riches. 
Under their rule the people of Yemen are 
kept down to their lowest possible point, and 
the Turks hold the country with difficulty. 
They have already once been expelled from 
Sana, every man of them having been put to 
the sword. 

The history of Yemen is highly interesting, 
and shows in various ways the independent 
and determined character of its inhabitants. 
Vo the voyager on a F. and O. steamer 88 
ing through the Straits of Babel -Mandeb the 
shores of Arabia seem barren and inhospit- 
able to the last degree. Nevertheless the 
country is fertile, producing large crops of 
wheat, corn, barley, tobacto, indigo and the

RECIPROCITY FAVORED IN CANADA—AUSTRALIAN 


NEwS. 

Krxdsrox, Ont., Jan, 18.— Hon. Mr. Laurier, 
leader of the Canadian Liberals, was pre- 
sented with an address at a public meeting 
here last night, and im reply spoke for an 
hour, chiefly on the subject of unrestricted 
reciprocity. He declared the national policy 
had depleted Canada, and the only salva- 
tion was a change. He favored unlimited 
reciprocity as the most feasible. Protection 
was the bane of any Country. The United 
States saw this, and were trying to check its 
growth by securing reeiprocity trade with 
other countries. Canada should do the 
same, and in seeking to do this the Liberal 
party was stigmatized as disloyal and tral- 
tors. The limited treaty, of the Conserva- 
tive party was not secured because it had 
broken its pledges—had discredited itself. 
Mr. Laurier gaid the Liberals would support 
any treaty the Conservatives could get with 
the United States, wanted unlimited 
trade in the products of both countries, and 
thie would come sooner or later. 

The London’ Times this. morning says that 
the leaders of the Catholic party in Quebec 
are fully alive to the fagt that their unique 
position would de irretfievably lost should 
Canada be annexed to tiie United States, and 
probably seiged the oppOrtunity to get rid of 
a dangerous ally in Mr. Mercier, who had 
long been suspected of Coquetting with an- 
nexationist designs. ‘

AN ANARCHIST WITH A BADLY TANGLED NAME 
ARRESTED. 


LONDON, Jan. 13,—Deoganavioft, the notori- 
ous Anarchist, who has long been wanted by 
the police of several of the capitals of Eu- 
rope, was arrested to-day in Soho, a quarter 
of this city, upon suspicion of having been 
concerned in the manufacture of bombs and 
in the spread of the literature seized by the 
police when the Socialist Club at Walsail was 
raided recently. Yesterday the police made 
another arrest on the dynamite subject. This 
time it is a man named Wm, Ditchfield, who 
has been taken into custody: Ditchfield was 
brought before a magistrate during the day 
and charged, in company with John Wealey, 
who was arrested at the same place yester- 
day. Both prisoners were remanded in order 
to enable the police to complete the case 
against them and against theother prisoners.

SPURGRON ON ‘‘DARKEST RUSSIA“ — PER 
LIN BUDGET. 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—Mr. Spurgeon, referring 
to the work, Darkest Russia,’’ writes: IT 
Ihad all the health ana strength that could 
fall to the lot of man I should be quite unable 
to express my feelings on reading of Russia’s 
intolerance of the Jews and dissenters, That 
such conduct should be sanctioned by a 
church bearing the name of Christian is as 
sad as it is strange. The Czar is greatly in- 
juring his own country Dy driving out God’s 
ancient people. No country can trample 
upon Israel with impunity. Jehovah is pa- 
tient; but as there was a day for Pharaoh, so 
is there a time for every oppressor.’’ 

The. number of deaths in London from in- 
flUuenza was ninety-five last week. This num- 
ber exceeded the aggregate for each of the 
three preceding weeks, The mortality from 
diseases of the respiratory organs is unusually 
heavy. The victims of influenza have been 
for the most part persons between the ages 
of 50 and 80, and have included very few 
youthful persons. 

The Times Vienna correspondent says 
that a letter from Pekin published there 
states that most of the French men-of-war in 
Chinese waters have been ordered to winter 
on the Yang Tse Klang and that the German 
and Japanese squadrons will be reinforced. 
The writer of the letter says the Government 
has disbanded all its Hunanite soldiers re- 
placing them with Cantonese. He also states 
that returns for 1891 show a larger increase of 
trade with China than those of any other 
year since his commerce opened to foreigners.

BERLIN, Jan. 14.—Emperor William, in re-

Mrs. Annie T. Swart-Orff Makes a 
Lengthy Statement in New York. 


NO POSITIVE PROOF OF MR. SWART’S 
DEATH WAS EVER OBTAINED. 


His Long Illness andthe Danger His Wife 
Was in Constantly on Account of His 
Insanity — Supposed to Have Been 
Killed Near Kansas City— Mrs. Swart’ s 
Enemies. 


NEW YoOrK, Jan. 13.—The bunch of roses on 
the placid bosom of Annie L. Y, Swart-Orff 
gave out extra fragrance last evening as she 
and husband sat in one of the finest rooms in 
the Astor House and jointly prepared for the 
Post DISPATCH Correspondent an explana- 
nation of the heretofore mysterious ending of 
her former husband, «ill-fated Edward R. 
Swart. On the marble top table was a pile of 
clippings of newspaper notices of the recent 
marriage and the mystery. 

**I never have told the story of my expe- 
rience with my former husband,’’ said 
Mrs. Orff. ‘‘There are things in every 
one’s married life one doesen’t want 
to . be sent abroad, but 80 
much has been misrepresented, unintention- 
ally, I hope, that I want to make this clear 
statement through the PosT-DIsPATCH. 
Eight years agolleft Albany, N. V., for St. 
Louis with Mr. Swart, who was in the ocean 
fish business. He was then healthy and 
strong. He soon after went to Texas, travel - 
ing on business. There he was stricken with 
dengue fever. Iwent down to nurse him, 
and stayed three weeks. He seemed to gain, 
though the doctors gave him quinine and 
whisky. This treatment, I think, began the 
trouble with his brain, yet he 
seemed to grow stronger, and I went 
back to St. Louls, but it was over two months 
before he came back. When-I met him at 
the Union Depot I scarcely recognized him. 
He had lost thirty or forty pounds, was thin 
and had astrange far-away look in his eyes. 
For thirteen months the brain trouble grew 
on him, till it ran into softening of the brain. 
He couldn't think and the only thing that 
would quiet him was my voice, Day and 
night all these months 1 tried to win him 
back to reason. Oh, those months were very 
dark for me. I dread to refer to them, and, 
here Mrs. Orff dropped her head a moment 
upon her jeweled hands, 

Often my life was in danger, she went 
on. He was a big man, 6feet tali and very 
muscular when well. He used to chase me 
with a deadly ight in his eyes. Once I saved 
myself only by a miracle. He was chasing 
me, furiously mad, when he tripped and fell, 
his head coming in contact with the plano. 
The blow seemed to wake him up, for he 
cried like one coming out ofa dream, ‘Where 
have T been; Anne?“ “tre asked. Wen in 
such a spell of lucidity I explained all 
to him and how his mental grip 
was failing, he would say, ‘I had better 
send for my folks.’ So I wrote to his folks to 
come and take him. Why didn’t I put him in 
the asylum myself? I had no money. Every- 
thing had gone during thosethirteen months, 
jewels and all. Before he got the fever he 
drank some, but never to excess, 
being a sober man, but afterwards he 
drank great quantities. He seemed to live 
on liquor. I simply told his folks if they 
would care for him I could earn my own liv- 
ing. When they came to take him away 
there was a question whether it was Dest to 
put him in an asylum or an inebriate home. 
But he became so violent, often mashing 
things right and left, that he was put in an 
asylum. During his stay in the asylum I 
heard of him through his family. Nine 
months after his being taken away 
by his folks he disappeared from 
the asylum, Before his leaving St. 
Louis with his people was wien 1 
last saw him, that was seven years ago. 
For nineteen months after he dissapeared 
there came rumors that he was seen in 
several places, then notes with forged names 
of his family, written, no doubt, in his clear- 
headed, crafty moments, would turn up. 
These were paid to avoid scandal. I Was in 
dread of meeting him all these days, not 
knowing what mood he wood show toward 
me. Then came news Of an accident ona 
railway wherea man had both legs cut off. 
It was some place gut of Kansas City. 
When the news came I went. to a 
brother of my husband’s. He advised 
me not to goup to the spot, for that would 
stir up the whole matter. Hesaid: ‘‘Anule, 
let Frank go; he’s at rest. He has cost fa- 
ther enough sorrow, all of us enongh money 
and you enough worry and trouble.“ Mrs. 
Swart-Ort?t said a Kansas City and a Chicago 
paper had spoken of the accident, but had, 
mentioned no name. f 

hen how did you know it was he and not 
anybody else?“ asked the reporter. 

„They were so close on hig track, I sup- 
pose,’’ interjected Mr. Orff.

„If so, why didn’t some one go and identify 
the remains?’’ asked the reporter. 

„Well, he had cost us so much already in 
trying to get track of him that we didn’t feel 
like going any further. Probably weall felt 
like this brother we have just quoted. I sent 
no instructions to have the body buried. 
None ot our family ever identified the re- 
mains. The body was not brought to St. 
Louis, nor did any lady friend of mine ever 
identify it as that of Mr. Swart, or, so far as 
I know, ever compare it with his photo- 

ra ph. 

Ee reporter tried hara to Induce Mrs. Orff 
to give the name of the asylum, but the hus- 
band always protested.

Asked why she so carefully guarded the 
name of the asylum, she explained. 

„It was in the East, near where his rela- 
tives now live, and to give the name of it 
would bring them into notoriety. am 
known in St. Louis only By myself; why 
should I drag in his family?’’ 

Her husband produced à legal document of 
the county of Albany, New York, of proceed- 
ings of the heirs of Mr. Swart’s uncle, 8. R. 
Gray of Albany County, recently deceased, to 
close the estate, and part of the document 


reads: 
„Ed R. Swart was reported to. have been 
killed in a railroad accident near Kansas City 
and has not been heard from gince by any of 
his relatives, and plaintiffs [heirs progecnt- 
ing] veril believe said Swart Is dead.“

Calamity in the Chinese Sea— 


Casualties. 


LONDON, Jan. 13.—A dispatch was receivped 
here to-day from Hong Kong stating that the 
steamer Meitoo has arrived at that port, 
bringing intelligence of the loss of the 
steamer Namchow off Cupchi Point. The 
Melfoo reports that the shaft of the Namchow 
was broken, supposedly at the point where it 
emerges fromthe hull. It allowed the water 
to rush into the shaft alley and make its way 
to the engine -· room and thence into the fire- 
room. The steamer’s fires were soon extin- 
guished and she settled rapidly. .The water 
continued to pourinandina short time the 
vessel foundered.

Mr. Hoar and his 
associates, therefore, decided to attack the 
Dill in detail and by making several com- 
mittees of the House conduct the investiga- 
tion simultaneously get the desired informa- 
tion in a very short time. With this purpose 
in view, Mr. Hoarhas introduced a resdlu- 
tien directing the Committee on Manufac- 
tures to report to the House the effect upon 
the geperal manufacturing imterests of the 
country of the present acts of the collection 
of revenue by means ‘of duties upon im- 
ports.’’ 

A similar resolution to ascertain the effect 
on agriculture has been introduced by Repre- 
sentative McKinney of New Hampshire.

ILLEGAL AND DISORDERLY. 


In the case before the Supreme Court to 
abolish the Schweickhardt saloon in Ferest | 
Park, City Counselor MARSHALL for 
ScHWEICKHARDT and the city makes 4 
strong point of the fact that it is not’ 
charged that the place is disorderly. 

Col. Ogame Gipson, in his able 
argument: published in to-day’s Post- 
DIgPATOH, waives the question of disorder- 
liness. He asserts that the proof of it is 
unnecessary, as all the possibilities of the 
saloon business are involved in the estab- 
lishment qi the saloon. He finds ample 
ground for declaring the lease void in the 
constitution, the rights of the people and 
the considerations of sound policy as to 
public parks. 

In the Police Court yesterday WX. SLOGO, 
a waiter atthe Park resort, was tried for 
assaulting Clerk ‘‘Tom’’ Barrett of. the 
House of Delegates. Clerk BARRETT and a 
person who figures in the testimony as ‘‘a 
lady’’ were drying themselves at the 
resort after being thrown into a park lake 
fromasleigh. ‘Delegate CRONIN was also 
there. The time was between midnight 
and 20’clock in the morning. There was 
a disgraceful row over an alleged attempt 
of the waifer to extort money from BAR- 
RETT, and in the fight the waiter struck 
BARRETT on the head with a catsup bottle. 

Whether the desperate éfforts made to 
prevent the publicity of this disreputable 
occurrence at the Forest Park saloon have 
been tried with greater success in other 
similar cases the public may determine. 
The proof of disorderliness is supplied. 
This instance is sufficient to demolish the 
chief defense of the Schweickhardt case 
and to establish a fact which, as Mr. GIB- 
SON declares, is unnecessary, but added to 
his convincing legal argument forms a 
complete and irresistible plea against the 
saloon. 

It proves thut the illegal resort is a pub- 
lic nuisance and the measure of the out- 
rage perpetrated upon the people by its 
maintenance is vastly increased.

IT IS THE PEOPLE'S. 


Mr. Charles Gibson's Argument Before 
the Supreme Court. 


HE FORCIBLY PRESENTS THE PUBLIC'S 
CLAIM TO FOREST PARK, 


Lge 3 
And Shows That the Leasing of the 
“Restaurant” to Schweickharat Is 
Illegal and Unjust—The Violated Sun- 
day Law Called to the Attention of 
the Court. . 


A full report of the argument made by Mr. 
Charles Gibson in the Supreme Court in the 
case of the State of Missouri vs. Schweick- 
hardt and the City of st. Louis is here given. 

The public is familiar with the history of 
this effort to reclaim Forest Park from the 
private use of its picturesque surroundings 
for Schweickhardt’s saloon and restaurant. 
The case has been taken under advisement by 
the Court. Mr. Gibson’s address was as fol- 
lows: 


Nothing marks the progress of civilization in mod- 
ern times more than the distinguishing features of 
our modern cities. Compare the sewer system, the 
Board of Heaith, the ater-works, the gas and 
electric lighting the loca! railways, and so on, of St. 
Louis, with the dog scavengers, the skin water-bags, 
the oil lamps, ere of Constantinople and other ola 
cities. and you l see the wide difference between 
urban lite iu the present and the pee No compar- 
ison can be made as to parks, for the old cities had 
none for y 3 Royalty and nobility had their 
spacious unds the people never ente 

em. No sree city is how without these 
splendid and usefui adornments. be J are the sa- 
cial homes of the great mass of the people. The rich 
in fine equi s the poor on foot are on an 
equal footing fi 


ere. 
Forest Park has cost the people of St. Logis near! 
alf million dollars, It is the greates 
ornamenfof the city and the pase of its people. It 
is to Bt. Louie what Central Hark is to New York, 
Hyde Park on Leases and the Bois de Boulogne is to 
Paris, Its character and asefulness for good or evil 
largely depend on the decision of this court in this 
case. e same may be truly said of every other 
ark in St. Louis and throughout the entire State, 
or this is bound to be a leading case. Ine prinei- 
ples announced here will apply with more or less 
effect to rks, squares and public grounds of this 
class under the jurisdiction of this high tribunal. 

Of all places on earth the park is the last where 
peeves rights for private gain shouid be allowed to 

e irrevocably fixed for lohg terms of years. In the 
nature of things the private right excludes by just so 
much the public right. By just so much ep my vs 
property is Sty to the private individual for the 
reason that his estate. whatever itis, must of neces- 
sity be carved out of the public fee simple. But the 
pecuniary value is the least important feature in this 
case. Pablic rks are established to improve the 
physical condition, the moral tastes, habits and 
manners of the people and to afford the pure and in- 
vig ingipleasures of nature to city people who lead 
art feial lives in cities. They are founded by and 
for the people, The whole contention in this case is 
to exclude the individual and preserve the park and 
its government for the people. 

1 think the court should also be in possession of the 

notoriously publicand admitted facts which cling 
around thiscase. This great park contains 1,372 
acres. It ie the largest aud most beautiful park west 
of the Allegbentes. It lies in tue central west ef the 
eity. Six steam, eand electric railroads of the 
city already cénn ithit, and more are seeking to 
approachit. The most refined and wealthiest ne: gh- 
borhood in the city is rapidly growing up around it. 
attracted, as we affirm, by the act of 1875. Aijl 
W polut to i¢ as the center and very core of St. 
Louis, 
One million three hundred thousand dollars of the 
park bonds are still. outstanding. ey must be 
paid, principal and interest, by the whole body of 
the people. The city spends many thousands an- 
nually in improving and adorning the park and in

Ever since the melancholy days of the trooly 
loyal“ everybody in Missouri understands the per- 
version. Under the seductive and gentle name of 
restaurant Mr. Schweickhardt, as is admitted of 
record in writing. for eleven years past, has main- 
tained a saloon and sold spirftuous, vinous and malt 
liquors in Forest Park Ses | day in the week, in- 
cluding Sundays, and most of the business has been, 
and is now being done on Sunday.’’ 

The statutes of the State have always treated the 
selling of liquor on Sunday as immoral. Rev. Stat. 
1889 makes it a misdemeanor punishable by fine. 
The statutes of 1891, litie-Dramshons, sec. 21, pro- 
vides for a fine of not less than $50, the forfeiture of 
license, and forbide any new license to issue to the 
same person for two years. 

Substantially the same provisions are contained in 
the act of 1857, especially applicable to the city of 

t. Louis 

This court is bound to assume that these statutes 
are, or will be enforced in St. Louis as well as other 
parts of the State. Itis 1 — that officers and 
courts of law do their plain statutory duty until the 
contrary appears, ‘he legal condition therefore is 
that the saloons inside the ey are, or will be, closed 
on Sundays and therefore their habitues are driven 
out inte Wie park and into Schweickhardt’s restau- 
rant, and thus the park becomes their grand Sunday 
resort. 

Again, all other dramshops and beer gardens have 
to buy, rent or lease their grounds and houses, pay 
for their music, flowers, lakes, fountains and other 
attractions—Mr. Schweickhardt gets all these things 
practically free, and at the same time he becomes a 
powerful competitor against the inside houses. To 
illustrate: Everybody in St. uls knows of Schnai- 
der’s Garden; it has cost its owners many hundreds 
of thousands of dollars; apart from interest on the 
investment, they pay their licenses, heavy taxes on 
their property, street construction, etc.; yet a rail- 
way which passes ir door every three minutes 
will, for 5 vengs, gar all their customers to Forest 
Park in fifteen minutes; now Schnaider’s are taxed 
to pay the pecs bonds beth principal and 
interest as well as the thousands of dollars an- 
nually qpeat in maintaining the grounds and pay- 
ing for its attractions whic surround Schweick- 
hardt's restaurant, and thus their money goes to 
build up their own greatest competitor; the taxes 
and licenses coliected from every other saloon or 
beer garden in the city contribute in like manner. In 
addition to this, the property of all pronibitionists, 
of ali Christians and of all genteel people and ‘tax- 
payers, who oppose the sale of liquor in the park, 
are taxed to support this seven days in the week 
restaurant. With most of these food people it 
is more a matter of conscience than of money. They 
deplore the fact that their money goes to fds- 
ter, promote and build up an establish- 
ment which shot regard as 4 heli-hole 
of vice and immorality. Is this geet? The city itself 
admits of record that this restaurant is s saloon, 
and that Schweickhardt has for eleven years past 
been selling liquors there on Sundays in flagrant 
violation of the moral and statutory laws of the State; 
yet it stands he e before this great court and all the 
people of the State, in the shameful position of be- 

ug his defender, alder and abettor. 

The affirmance of thé judgment below means the 
continuance of this Business in the fuiure agit has 
been in the past, and ona lar greater scale. What 
would the ordinance and lese be worth with its 

rincipal Dusiness,’’ that is, its Sunday business 

t out? Mr. hweickhbardt and his municipal 
friends are fighting here for the whole business, and 
they know full well that if this judgment is affirmed, 
a 4 will get it.

ordinance. No reason forsuch amendment is pre- 
tended. Schweickhardtand his P 
carried on this restaurant, doing th 
nesson Sundays, in defiance of 
State and of the entire prohibition, Obristian and 
temperance people of the city and State for eleven 
years. Is it vain imagining to conclude, after all 
this, thatthe municipal Assembly will ant him 
other sites for other restaurants in this park?

The learned counsel say that eatables are furnished 
with liquors and thatthe liquors are to be served at 
tables, and therefore their sale is the same as liquors 
drunk atthe dinner tables in hotels and dweliing- 
houses.

It is nonsense to 
suppose that the right to keep one saloon and three 
stands in 1,372 acres of a park would be in effect ex- 
clusive. But we need not speculate astoteis. Mr. 
Schweickhardt is very far from resting his claim on 
sucha basis. This ordinatce and lease literally and 
in law grant the ‘‘exclusive privilege.’’ It leaves 
nothing to theorize about. 

If the charter authorizes the Municipal Assembl 
to make any such grant it ie not in conformity wit 
the Constitution and is void, and if it does not give 
such authority the ordinance is void for want of 
power in the Assembly to pass it. 

If this lease be a law itis repealable; if a contract— 
and both parties agree that it one—it cannot be 
impaired under the Constitution of the United states. 
If the city can make this lease it can make similar 
leases for every park in the «ity and for 100 years in- 
stead of ten years. It can extend Schwéeickhardt’s 
term for 100 years. Similar leases could be made b 
other cities for every park inthe State. When this 
was done the prohibition and high license questions 
would be practically settled fora u to come for 
even a constitutional convention could do nothing to 
impair the leases if valid. 

It is admitted that a lease of an 
whole of the rk for other than pees purposes 
would come within the charter prohibition, but it is 
claimed that a iease for park purposes would be 
valid under the power to reguiate and govern. The 
power to regulate and govern does not imply the 
right to sell or lease. To govern does not mean to 
destroy or convey away.

He is by Longfellow—Semper Idem, 
and, therefore, full brother té the famous 
Longstreet. This youngsteris by far a bet- 
ter looking colt than his illustrious brother 
was at the same age. He is dark brown, with 
very little white, ‘‘Ed’’ Corrigan, whois 
breeding and purchasing all the get of the 
famous sire, was enraptured with the young- 
ster when he saw him and he offered a big 
price for him, which Mr. Dwyer refused. The

FAST MAIL FOR ST. LOUIS 


An Improvement in the Service Between 
New York and This City. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 13.—General Su- 
perintendent Whoye of the Railway Mail 
Service has entered into an arrangement by 
which an important improvement will soon 
be made In the service between New York, 
St. Louis and the West, Beginning about the 
20th of the present month, a new fast mall 
will be established over the Pennsylvania 
road from New York by way of Pittsburg, 
Columbus and Indianapolis to St. Louis. It 
Will leave New York at 9:35 o’clock every 
evening, arriving at indianapolis at 7:55 
o’clock the next morning, 
close connections with outgoing trains at 
that point and arriving at St. Louis at 5 
o’clock the same evening. 


According to Postmaster Harlow and Mr. 
Blake, Assistant Superintendent of Railway 
Mail Service, the new fast mail will not be of 
much value to St. Louis. Mr. Harlow says 
that the last delivery of mallin the city ex- 
cept to hotels and newspaper Offices is at 2:30 
in the afternoon, and that he can not add 
another delivery forthe mail which this new 
fast train will bring to st, Louis between 5 
andéo’clock in the evening. If the train 
arrived, however, at 2or8o’clock he would 
be able to get its mail delivered the same 
afternoon. 

According to the above télegram the new 
train will leave New York at the same time 
the regular train now does and will reach 
Indianapolis three hours and five minutes 
ahead of the regular, arriving there at 7:55 
the following morning, in time for the first 
delivery by carriers at Indianapolis. The 
new service will therefore be of great benefit 
to Indianapolis, as also to all points east of 
that city, and i? the same speed were kept 
up St. Louis and all points between this city 
and Indianapolis would also be benefited. 
The train, however, will begin to lose time as 
soon as it leaves Indianapolis and will reach 
St. Louis only two hours ahead of the regular. 
That is, the regular will have gained over an 
houx, on it on the run from Indianapolis to St. 
Louis. If the new fast mail were to make as 
good time between these cities as the present 
fast mail train makes every night, it would 
reach st. Louis at 20’clock inthe afternoon 
and the mail could then be delivered the 
same afternoon to the business portion of the 
city and perhaps alsotothe residence por- 
tion. The distance between Indianapolis and 
St. Louis is only 240 miles. 

If the St, Louls merehants make an effort to 
have the speed of the train from Indian- 
apolis increased it will probably de in- 
creased, and their New York mail will then 
be delivered to them the day after it leaves 
instead of the second day.
